Co.’s Edenborn mine, 
north of Uniontown, in Fayette 
County, where three pickets were 
wounded yesterday. 

Three wounded men were treat- 
ed at the Unionville hospital 
and seven at Brownsville. John 
Stepanik of Coal Center, one of 
those taken to the Uniontown 
hospital, asserted the pickets had 
been waylaid by non-union men. 

“We were ambushed near the 
company store and shot down with- 
out warning,” said Stepanik, who 
was wounded in the hip. 

The company store is a quarter 
of a mile from the mine gates 
where more than 200 pickets, most 
of them from coal mines in Wash- 
ington County across the Monon- 
gahela River, had massed before 
dawn. 

William Hynes, president of Dis- 
trict 4 of the United Mine Work- 
ers, issued this statement after 
talking to the wounded men: 

“Our men were ambushed from 
the hills and slag dumps. We 
were shot down by pistols, guns 
and rifles. We intend in the future 
to meet our opponents on equal 
terms.” : 

Sheriff Charles T. Frock said he 
believed the situation was “rapidly 
getting out of hand,” adding “it 
appears it is going to get steadily 
worse.” 

Despite the shooting, the mine 
superintendent, Edward Mason, 
reported “a number of our men

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The Duchess was half carried 
into the death cell by two guards, 
Her lips. moved in prayer as she 
stumbled into the room, 

The woman, mother of three, 
who directed the killing of a gang 
member she feared was about to 
tell police of a holdup murder, 
was dead within 10 minutes and 
15 seconds after the gas was 
turned on. 

The murdered gangster was 
Robert Sherrard, 19, who was 
drugged with knockout drops be- 
fore being thrown into the Sacra- 
mento River in April, 1940. 

Last night as the death hour drew 
near, the Duchess tore a handful 
of hair from her head and 
screamed. 

The execution was delayed al- 
most 30 minutes as several peti- 
tions were filed in her behalf in 
San Francisco courts. Warden 
Clinton Duffy delayed the death 
minute by minute as calls came 
from each successive court. 

About 60 persons witnessed the 
execution.

Plan for Collecting New Use Tax 
From 35,000,000 Auto Owners 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 21 (AP). 
—Tentative Treasury plans for col- 


eral automobile use tax called to- 


day for the mailing of bills to 
35,000,000 automobile owners by a 
commercial publishing concern. 

Although no final signatures 
have been affixed, the contract has 
been drawn up to have this work 
done by R. L. Polk & Co., for 
about $400,000. 

The concern would compile the 
list of automobile owners from 
state registration lists and mail 
out bills payable either at Inter- 
nal Revenue offices or postoffices. 

Under the law recently enacted, 


‘automobile owners would be re) 


2 


quired to pay $2.09 for a sticker 
good from Feb. 1 until July 1 of 
next year. Then a sticker would 
be required at a cost of $5 for 
the following 12 months. 

Officials said that, since the first 
stickers were not required until 
Feb. 1, final plans had not been 
completed. Some Congressmen 
have proposed repealing the tax 
before it goes into effect on the 
ground that the cost of collection 
will be excessive. Besides the 
money paid to the publishing con- 
cern, it would cost the Treasury 
several million dollars a year to 
print forms and stickers and pay 
other expenses in connection with 
the tax, which was expected to 
yield about $160,000,000 per year.

SURPRISE, OFFICER WRITES 


BERLIN, Nov. 21 (AP). — Col. 
Leyers of the German army high 
command said last night that “new 
giant cannon will be. used in an 
unexpected manner and to an ex- 
tent never before witnessed in a 
final action to force the enemy to 
its knees.” 

Writing in Adolf Hitler’s Voel- 
kischer Beobachter, the colonel de- 
clared Germany “has the fastest 
motorized heavy artillery in the 
world,” and therefore was not de- 
pendent on railways to carry its 
big guns, 

At the end of the World War, 
he said, Germany had 4800 heavy 
guns, all junked under the Ver- 
sailles treaty. When Hitler came 
to power he immediately ordered 
the manufacture of heavy artillery 
so that the Germans entered the 
Polish campaign “with several thou- 
sands of the heaviest guns—a num- 
ber far exceeding that in 1914.”

Picket Line Fight 


| 


Ordered Away by Strikers, He Flashes Lights 
on His Auto and Bullets Whistle Over- © 
head as He Drives Off. 


About 4:30 o’clock this morning I 
drove out past the Buffington and 
Filbert mines of the Frick Coke 
Co., and noticed the picket lines 
were a bit heavier than since they 
first were established on Monday. 
At Filbert an automobile had 
been swung across the roadway 
leading to the mine. A huge log 
blocked off the other half, Pickets 
congregated about a big bonfire in 
near-freezing weather. 

Driving on down the main road 
to Edenborn, scene of sporadic 
shooting yesterday, I noted virtua.- 
ly all lights had been put out in 
the “company patch,” a community 
of company-owned houses occupied 
by miners. At the same time yes- 
terday morning, every third or 
fourth house had lights on. Trouble 
seemed ahead. 

I called to a pedestrian, but it 
only caused him to speed up. 

Feelings Bitter. 

After yesterday’s shooting, I had 
talked with several residents and 
most of them had expressed re- 
sentment because pickets who kept 
miners from working at the Eden- 
born mine had trooped over from 
miles. away. 

I knew about the feelings of the 
pickets. Many of them had 4an- 
nounced to any who would hear 
that they intended to “shut down 
Edenborn tight.” 

About 5:10 a. m., the trouble was 
under way. There was sporadic 
shooting going on. You could not 
tell exactly where shots were com- 
ing from, but they did not seem too 
close. 

Driving down. to the picket line, 
congregated at the entrance to 
the Edenborn mine, I began count- 
ing cars as far as two blocks 
away. I had reached 38 when sud- 
denly pickets began shouting: 

“Shut off those lights!” 

I slowed down and stuck my 
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head out. One man ran out and) 


yelled: “Put out those lights or 
you'll have yours put out for 


Rocks began to fly. I switched 
off the lights and hustled through 
the pickets down the road, where 
there are two other Frick mines, 
Gates and Palmer. Gates was 
quiet. But when I got to Palmer, 
beside the river, pickets rushed 
out. 

“News man,” I called. 

“Turn it over,” the pickets began 
shouting, as they gathered around 
my car. “Pull him out.” 

One door was opened, they looked 
in and demanded: 

“You got any photographers? 
We won’t have them arotind and 
we don’t want you, either.” 

The leader of the pickets sug- 
gested I turn around and go back, 
which I did. Pickets still ‘were 
yelling. 

“Hell’s Breaking Loose.” 

Just before getting back to 
Edenborn again, I was stopped by 
an automobile. The driver 
warned: “I wouldn’t try to g0 
through. Three have been shot 
already. Hell's breaking loose—if 
you're going, douse your lights. 
They set up a target.” 

I drove back and cut my lights 
to parking. It was too dark to 
see much. I heard more shouts 
and then cut off the parking 
lights, too. Only I turned the 
switch the wrong way and the 
lights flashed on the pickets for 
an instant. 

There were about 200 there, 
huddled about their cars, others 
scurrying around at the side of 
the road. 

Suddenly guns blazed from two 
of the three hills overlooking the 
road, which runs through the bot- 
tom of a little valley. 

Bullets whistled above but by 
then I was concentrating. on get- 
ting out under cover of darkness. 
I almost ran into a truck while I 
was trying to tufn around, then 
got over the hill and back to 
Uniontown.

“We know on which side of this 
fight our hopes and interests lie,” 
he said. “And we have proclaimed 
our resolve that our side shall win 
this struggle which shakes the 
world.

The new vessel, of the same 
class as the South Dakota and the 
Massachusetts, which were 
launched at other yards earlier 
this year, represents 731 days’ work 
at the Newport News Shipbuilding 
and Dry Dock Co. Its keel was laid 
Nov. 20, 1939.

fly ash nuisance in South St. Louis 
are being made by the Anti-Fly 
Ash Organization, recently organ- 
ized by a group of South St. Lou- 
isans, with the co-operation of the 
city Smoke Commissioner’s office. 

Harry E. Carter, chairman of the 
organization’s advisory board, said 
35 South Side business, school and 
church groups have been asked to 
assist in the movement to find 
means of eliminating large quanti- 
ties of fly ash which cover the dis- 
trict daily, winter and summer. The 
invitations asked the groups to 
send representatives to the organi- 
zation’s meeting Dec. 2 at the Mis- 
souri Business School, 2743 Chero- 
kee street, for discussion of the 
problem. 

Carter said fly ash, falling daily 
in South St. Louis, endangered 
health and created a serious clean- 
ing problem. He attributed the 
heavy fall to increased production 
at industrial plants as a result of 
the defense program.

He said some of the plants are 
equipped with fly ash precipitators 
which reduces the amount thrown 
into the air, but that other large 
plants have been unable to get 
them because of defense priorities.

Service Body Lacks Au- 
thority to Act at Present 
——Conference Soon. 


Two legal opinions, one from the 
City Counselor’s office and one 


for the néw Civil Service Commis- 
sion, were made public today, both 
holding that the Efficiency Board, 
and not the Commission, has the 
power to hear appeals of dis- 
charged city employes. 

Associate City Counselor George 
L. Stemmiler, one of the signers of 
the opinion from the City Coun- 
selor’s office, said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that a con- 
ference would be held soon, at 
which the question of the Effi- 
ciency Board’s right to order imme- 
diate reinstatement of a discharged 
employe would be taken up. Chair- 
man Daniel N. Kirby of the Civil 
Service Commission said he agreed 
with Stemmler as to the need for 
such a conference, and Charles 
Hertenstein, chairman of the Ef- 
ficiency Board, also agreed. 

Hertenstein explained that, under 
the Efficiency Board’s present 
rules and practices, the Board, 
after upholding an appeal, could 
place the employe on a reinstate- 
ment list, with priority in appoint- 
ment to the next vacancy. 

“There are no appeals now pend- 
ing before the Efficiency Board,” 
Hertenstein said, “but several ap- 
peals have been filed with the Civil 
Service Commission and it is my 
understanding that these will be 
certified to the Efficiency Board 
for hearing.” 

He added that, in order to pro- 
ceed in the spirit of the new civil 
service amendment to the City 
Charter, he would have a tran- 
script of all the Efficiency Board’s 
hearings made, to be sent to the 
Civil Service Commission. 

Attorney Williams, in his opin- 
ion, addressed to Chairman Kirby, 
summarized his findings by saying: 

“The (Civil Service) Commission 
cannot deal at all with discharges 
prior to the adoption of the amend- 
ment (Sept. 16). As at present or- 
ganized, the commission cannot 
now hear and undertake to redress 
instances of improper discharge 
occurring after the adoption of the 
amendment. (The word “now” 
was underscored.) 

“While it is unnecessary at the 
moment absolutely so to hold, and 
I do not so hold, I am strongly 
inclined against the existence of 
any power of your commission to 
hear and redress instances of im- 
proper discharge occurring during 
the temporary period, even after 
such temporary period has ended 
and your commission is fully or- 
ganized.” 

Williams added his opinion that 
.the commission could not act offi- 
cially as arbitrator in cases of im- 
proper discharge; “and even were 
you to consider acting as arbitrat- 
ors in your private and individual 
capacities, the subject matter is 
such as probably not to be suscept- 
ible of arbitration.”

fied that the measure would be in 
“furtherance of the national de- 
fense program and consequently 
of the public interest.”. 

Its enactment, he said, would 
enable the Government to resume 
the flow of vitally-needed defense 
articles where production had 
been stopped by labor disputes. 

“Tt is fair, it is practicable,” he 
said. 

Patterson added that the Army 
had taken over two plants under 
the President’s constitutional au- 
thority as Commander-in-Chief of 
the armed forces, and the Navy 
had taken ‘over one. 

“This legislation,” Patterson 
said, “gives legislative sanction to 
such procedure and is valuable in 
that it governs the details of that 
procedure.” 

Senator Hatch (Dem.), New 
Mexico, asked Patterson whether 
he thought an amendment should 
be added to withhold social secur- 
ity, reilef or other Government 
benefits from defense strikers. 

Patterson replied he had given 
no thought to that subject and 
could express no opinion on it. 

Under questioning by Senator 
Austin (Rep.), Vermont, Patterson 
said production had increased after 
the Army had taken over the Air 
Associates plant at Bendix, N. J. 
He said the Army hoped to move 
out shortly and réturn the plant 
to private management. 

Austin asked whether there had 
been any Government “coercion” 
either in this case or in the in- 
stance of the North American 
Aviation plant, taken over by the 
Army in June and later turned 
back to private management.

When Austin asked why addi- 
tional legislation was needed, since 
the Government already had acted 
in two strike cases Patterson said 
there now was no specific statute 
covering such cases.

Claimed in 14 languages: “Europe 
Will Win.” 

Ley assailed English lords and 
American capitalists and twice 
shouted, “Capitalism has been 
broken! . .. We have chased it 
across the ocean.” This drew great 
applause. 

“Until God personally notifies us 
we will not believe that we are any 
less better than the English,” Ley 
declared, and “challenged” America 
to produce a Wagner, Beethoven, 
Verdi or & Puccini.

The Germans are keenly aware 
of the necessity for maintaining 
their North African foothold as a 
base for an ultimate effort to close 
the Mediterranean completely. In 
the first place, the Nazi new order 
requires a vast reservoir of raw 
materials such as Africa offers, if 
it is to operate successfully. Sec- 
ondly, the south end of the Axis is 
in perpetual jeopardy so long as 
the British remain in that area. 

Also, the British Libyan drive 
would have far-reaching repercus- 
sions throughout Europe, if suc- 
cessful, principally in stiffening 
the morale of occupied territories. 
An Axis setback invariably is ac- 
companied by a flareup of resist- 
ance in these regions, as during 
the first months of the Russian 
war, when Nazi armies were shown 
to be not invincible.

gaining agent, 

The company will present evi- 
dence to show that the men al- 
legedly discharged for union activ- 
ity actually were discharged for 
other reasons, he said, and will 
deny all other charges of illegal 
acts in the NLRB complaint.

The Russians would be happier 
if the British had acted weeks ago, 
when their operations would have 
had a more decisive bearing on the 
Russian-German war. They would 
be much happier if the British 
had chosen the European conti- 
nent, instead of Africa, as the the- 
ater of their offensive. 

Nevertheless, the Libyan cam- 
paign is a good “second best.” 

The British, at last, are doing 
something. And thanks to the pro- 
traction of effective Soviet resist- 
ance far beyond the period calcu- 
lated by the German militarists, 
the new British move does not 
come too late to do Russia some 
good. 

The words of the Soviet spokes- 
man a fortnight ago apply as well 
today:

Effect on Air Operations. 

Whether the reawakening of the 
African front will force such a 
diversion of Italian-German troops 
and land armament to the Mediter- 
ranean as seriously to weaken 
German pressure on Russia, is still 
an open question. But observers 
here are confident that the effect 
on Axis air operations will be con- 
siderable, 

Even before the British began 
their latest Libyan campaign, 
there was ample signs that the 
Luftwaffe was stretched out al- 
most to its limits.. That the 
African war, in the absence of ef- 
fective Axis control of the Mediter- 
ranean, will oblige the Axis to 
draw heavily on aviation to meet 
the British threat to its Libyan 
foothold, is a foregone conclusion. 
This is a welcome fact to the

LONDON, Nov. 21 (AP).—Flight 
Lieut. James A. F. MacLachlan, 
22-year-old Royal Air Force ace 
who was told he never be 
able to fly again after he lost 
arm in an air battle last March, 
has been appointed leader of Brit- 
ain’s famous Hurricane squadron. 

MacLachlan’s left arm was shat- 
tered by a German Messerschmitt 
cannon shell in a fight over Malta, 
British Mediterranean island 
stronghold, where he had shot 
down half of his total bag of 22 
enemy planes.

REREARING SOUGHT 
ON BOLRM'S APPEAL 


Motion. Contends He Was De- 
nied Fair and Impar- 
tial Trial. 


Rehearing of the appeal of 
Frank J. Boehm, former executive 
vice-president of Union WBDlectric 
Co. of Missouri, from a five-year 
penitentiary sentence for perjury 
was asked for in a motion filed 
today by his counsel in the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals. 

Boehm’s conviction by a Federal 
jury on charges that he gave false 
testimony as a witness in connec- 
tion with the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission’s investigation 
of Union Electric Company slush 
funds was upheld by the Appellate 
Court in an opinion filed Nov. 6. 
The penalty, fixed by United States 
District Judge George H. Moore, 
included a fine of $4000. . 

A major point in the motion for 
rehearing is the assertion that a 
ruling of the trial court, described 
by the Appellate Court as error, 
constituted denial of the defend- 
ant’s constitutional right to a fair 
and impartial trial. 

The ruling in question ‘was that 
transcripts of testimony given be- 
fore SEC investigators alleged to 
be contrary to testimony given by 
the same witnesses at the trial 
were not to be produced at the 
trial. The finding of the Court of 
Appeals was that although the tran- 
scripts should have been produced, 
the testimony which might have 
been impeached thereby was un- 
important, and therefore the error 
was harmless to the defendant. 

The Court of Appeals will be in 
session in St. Louis next week and 
ig likely to rule promptly on the 
motion. If the motion is denied, 
the only other appeal open to Boehm 
will be an application to the Unit- 
ed States Supreme Court for a 
writ of certiorari, or review. The 
high court has discretion to grant 
or deny such an application.

All Are Unable 

To Fly High Up 

LL these planes, as I have 

said, have the same motors— 
and the same limitation. The 
limitation is that they cannot fly 
high. This limitation dooms their 
Pilots forever to craning their 
necks up at Messerschmitts which 
have no difficulty with higher al- 
titudes and which therefore can 
ride out of range of the Toma- 
hawk’s guns and drop down, take 
a quick shot and get away before 
the Tomahawk pilot can engage— 
if he has not been shot. down by 
the Messerschmitt’s first burst.

If you want to understand fight- 
ing in the air you must master this 
phenomenon. There are other fac- 
ters involved—the load the plane 
is carrying, its streamlining, the 
efficiency of its propeller, etc.— 
but it’s primarily the critical alti- 
tude of its motor—the altitude at 
which it begins to run out of 
breath—which determines in what 
part of the sky it must operate. 

The limitation of the American 
fighter planes is that they must 
live relatively close to the ground. 
Wherever they go in action against 
German planes which can live at 
high altitudes, they will be subject 
to dispatch without notice, vulner- 
able to hit-and-run attack from 
above. 

(When we come to discuss 
American bombing planes we will 
find, curiously enough, just the op- 
posite situation. American bomb- 
ing planes live comfortably at the 
highest altitudes yet flown by man. 
It is the Messerschmitt that runs 
out of breath trying to get up to 
them. This is because our bomb- 
ing planes are powered with an 
entirely different kind of motor 
from those of our fighting planes.) 


British Fighters Can 
Go Seven Miles Up 


HE British have fighters that 
can go seven miles high. I re- 
ferred last year to the fact that 
the British had models already in 
production that. would make obso- 
lete the Hurricane, the Spitfire 
and the Messerschmitt. These 
super airplanes are now in action. 
There are two models: the Ty- 
phoon, which is made by the Hur- 
ricane people, and the Spitfire 
Mark VY. They are terrific air- 
planes. Practically no bigger than 
their predecessors, they have 2000- 
horsepower motors, armor-plated 
pilot compartments and whole bat- 
teries of cannon. They can fly 
rings around anything else in the 
air today, including the Messer- 
schmitt. 

Their exclusive habitat is the air 
over England; they are being ex- 
ported neither to the Mediter- 
ranean nor to Russia. They are 
highly specialized aircraft; their 
specialty is being able to keep 
above the highest-flying fighter air- 
craft that the Germans can send 
over to defend the Luftwaffe’s 
bombers. They do not attack these 
German bombers. They prey ex- 
clusively on the bomber’s high- 
flying escorts. 

The Luftwaffe’s bombers work 
at between 10,000 and 20,000 feet. 
With Typhoons and Mark V Spit- 
fires to keep the Messerschmitts 
off the back. of their necks, the 
low-altitude British—or American 
—fighters can make quick work of 
any bombers. 

So this is the diagram of the 
aerial defense of Great Britain: 
The new Typhoons and Mark V 
Spitfires on top—five, six and seven 
miles up.in the air—to intercept 
the Messerschmitts. The British 
Hurricane IIs or any good Ameri- 
can fighting plane in the middle— 
three to four miles up—to take on 
the bombers. 

The Hurricane II is the succes- 
sor to last year’s Hurricane I, It 
is otherwise known as the 12-gun 
Hurricane, to distinguish it from 
last year’s eight-gun Hurricane, al- 
though nowadays it’s more likely 
to be equipped with cannon than 
machine guns, 

This year’s news ‘about the 
1941-42 American fighter plane is 
that it is able te compete as an 
equal with the Hurricane II. 

None of the three American 
models now in production is as 
heavily armed as the Hurricane II, 
but all three are fast, highly ma~- 
neuverable and have enough armor 
and armament to take care of 
themselves. Our only present lack 
is an American high-altitude fight- 
er as powerful as the Typhoons 
and Mark V Spitfires.

FTER almost 18 months of power with authority hitherto accorded 
Ae « the Vichy Government. 


He issues daily orders and decrees governing every aspect of 


French life under the slogan: “La personalite du marechal ne peut pas 


etre critiquee” (the person of the marshal cannot be criticized). 


His trembling hands—he will be 
85 years old next April—maintain 
their guidance of the “hotel room 
government,” so-called because the 
only space the Ministers could find 
were the Vichy tourist establish- 
ments. yA 

In France today, Frenchmen, 
with centuries-long habit of snap- 
ping at the heels of any govern- 
ment, mutter: “Petain is a grand 
old man; his job is complicated by 
the opportunists who surround 
him.” 

Petain, as chief of the French 
state, appears to be playing a 
waiting game, political informants 
say, giving away nothing that he 
can keep, stalling as long as pos- 
sible for time and acquiescing to 
German demands only after long 
argument, 

He has taken the initiative time 
after time in combatting corrup- 
tion and political maneuvering in- 
side his own Government. He is 
given credit for blocking the ar- 
rivistes, that group of politicians 
working for their own selfish in- 
terests, 


Called Turn on Nazis. 


He even called a turn on the 
Germans in October when he of- 
fered himself to authorities in the 
occupied zone as personal hostage 
to replace the second 50 innocent 
Frenchmen condemned to die for 
the killing of a German civil serv- 
ant at Bordodux. 7 

One of his close associates told 
me this was the climax to a series 
of dramatic incidents. “The old 
Marshal,” as he is called lovingly 
by the French, waited until mid- 
night, Oct. 23, the deadline set by 
the ‘Germans for delivering the 
four killers into their hands. | 

One hundred Frenchmen already 
had died before German firing 
squads; another 50 were scheduled, 
and later were shot, at Nantes, for 
the killing of Lieut, Col. Paul 
Friedrich Hotz. 

At 1 a. m., in his suite of rooms 
at the Hotel du Pare in Vichy, 
Petain ordered word sent to the 
German authorities in Paris that 
“T and my assistants” were ready 
to cross the demarkation line ‘on 
the way to Bordeaux to give them- 
selves --p. 

Vainly, several Cabinet Ministers, 
including Vice-Premier Francois 
Darlan, urged the aged Marshal to 
change his -mind.. Vainly, and 
Vichy sources have said selfishly, 
did the “assistants” try to sway 
the old gentleman. But he with- 
stood all the pressure and was on 
the point of ordering his personal 
limousine to be prepared when a 
telephone call from Paris, an- 
nouncing reprieve for the second 
50 hostages at Bordeaux, e the 
discussion. .. : 

Then, and only then, the Mar- 
shal went to bed and was reported 
to have slept the sleep of the ex-. 
hausted. | 


There is no man in France who 
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to fill Petain’s position if he 
should disappear from the scene. 

They say the best substitute 
might have been Gen, Maxime Wey- 
gand, whose personal popularity 
with the Army has been higher 
than that of any other ranking of- 
ficer. However, now that Wey- 
gand has been relieved of his North 
African command, his position in 
the argument between military and 
political leaders over France’s pol- 
icy in regard to its colonies is ob- 
scure. 

Weygand always insisted that he, 
as commander in Africa, should 
have the right to decide what 
course he would take if the- Ger- 
mans sought to interfere. He even 
refused to tell Darlan exactly what 
defense plans he had made. Now 
he is out, and the Vichy negotia- 
tors apparently have a free hand 
to continue their dealings with the 
Germans. 

I asked a well qualified French 
friend this question shortly before 
I left Vichy: “If there were an 
election today and Petain was a 
candidate to succeed himself, 
would he be re-elected?” “Without 
a doubt,” my informant replied. 

“Is there any other man who 
might replace him?” I asked 
again. My friend shrugged his 
shoulders. “Weygand,” he _ said, 
“perhaps. And Weygand only if 
he tells the Government what he’s 
going to do with his African army. 
Until he does, he’s as much a mys- 
tery man as Petain is at present.” 


Crowd of Satellites. 


In Petain’s background, there 
has arisen a crowd of satellites 
seeking to profit, financially or 
politically, from their associations 
with the head of the Government. 

Political circles describe the sit- 
uation this way: 

In Vichy, officials are constantly 
changing, although their comings 
and goings .may not be of suf- 
ficient interest to report. even to 
the French public. * 

They foment disturbances in 
their own departments in an en- 
deavor to get better jobs. 

During one month in Vichy, 
there were three different heads 
of the foreign press division of the 
Ministry of Information. 

Two Government ministers lead 
the intramural fight for superior- 
ity, my informants declared, The 
first is Darlan. Frenchmen call 
him “head of the navy govern- 
ment” because he has put so many 
of his navy associates in public 
office. * 

Throughout both zones, the pres- 
ent government has been dubbed 
“Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Admirals.” 

Darlan’s opponent is Pierre 
Pucheu, Minister of the Interior 
and a representative of the power- 
ful European industrial combine 
of steel, coal, munitions and rail- 
roads known as the “worms” 
group. This organization takes its

It would seem ridiculous to as- 
sume that the craggy-browed but 
dainty Nazi leader wished to help 
Russia, or Britain for that matter, 
when in the darkness of May 10 
he rolled a ‘Messerschmitt fighter 
onto its side high above the Scot- 
tish heath, unlatched his safety 


belt and parachuted down to open 
the strangest drama of the war. 

But that was the effect of his 
bizarre advent to Britain, and it 
is ironical that one of the most 
ardent anti-Bolshevists of the 
intimate Hitler clique should have 
been instrumental in helping pre- 
pare the Red Army for Hitler’s 
invasion, 

Forty days elapsed between 
Hess’ arrival in Scotland and the 
start of the German sweep on 
Russia. 

The circumstantial evidence in 
the interim, together with the 
actual start of the invasion, 
seemed then to offer a hypotheti- 
cal solution of the riddle of Ru- 
dolf, but now, with the German- 
Russian struggle ending its fifth 
month, the utterances of Joseph 
Stalin and Winston Churchill ap- 
pear to have clinched it. 


Stalin’s Explanation. 

Apart from Germany’s own con- 
fused explanations of the Hess 
fiasco, the first official statement 
from any of the powers concerned 
came Nov. 6 in a Stalin speech. 

Stalin said Germany had sought 
to line up Britain and the United 
States for its “crusade” against 
the Soviet Union, and that “the 
notorious Hess, properly speaking, 
was sent to Britain by the German 
fascists for this very purpose—in 
order to persuade the British poli- 
ticians to join in the general 


campaign... . 


In the same way, Britain also can be thankful. 
Rudolf Hess, it now appears, will go down in the history of the 
European war as “The Great Tipster,” whether he wished it so or not. 


“But the Germans sadly miscal- 


culated. Despite the efforts of 
Hess, Great Britain and the United 
States, far from joining the camp 
of the Fascist rs against 
the U. 8. 8S. R., sided with the 
U. S&S. S. R. in its fight against 
Germany. 

“Far from being isolated, the 
U. 8. S. R., on the contrary, found 
new allies in Great Britain, the 
United States and in the countries 
occupied by the Germans. .. .” 


One week later, Churchill 
dropped a hint in a parliamentary 
speech as to the value put upon 
disclosures by Hess by Britain in 
its own defense. He said: 


“In various remarks Deputy 
Fuehrer Hess has let fall from 
time to time during his sojourn in 
our midst, nothing has been more 
clear than that Hitler relied upon 
a starvation attack even more 
than upon invasion to bring us to 
our knees.” 


The British haven't talked much 
about the Hess case. His utter- 
ances are guarded as closely as 
a secret weapon. 

Thus, despite any interpretation 
to be drawn from the Stalin and 
Churchill statements, no one can 
be positive of the precise motiva- 
tion of the Hess mission—whether 
he came to Britain on his own or 
with the backing of a dissident 
Nazi clique or actually with Hit- 
ler’s sanction. 

But it is sure that from Rudolf 
Hess the British first learned that 
German would attack Russia, and

However, Secretary of the Navy Knox declares 
that news of American naval victories in the Atlantic 
will not be given out. His explanation is that the 
British Government feels German morale will be 
injured more by silence on the fate of U-boats. Mr, 
Knox says: “When a submarine is sunk, it simply 
disappears without German officials knowing exact- 
ly what has happened to it. As you know, this policy 
proved very successful during the first World War. 
German submarine crew morale grew so bad that it 
was in large part responsible for the mutiny in the 
German fleet at Kiel.” 

These words of Mr. Knox are open to challenge. 
For one thing, the mutiny broke out among the bat- 
tleship sailors of the so-called High Sea Fleet who 
had nothing to do but sit inactive at Kiel. Sub- 
marine crews were, by and large, loyal. As Capt. 
S. T. H. Wilton of the Royal Navy, author of a 
lengthy article in the Encyclopedia Britannica on 
the naval history of the World War, expressed it: 
“Most of the crews of the destroyer and submarine 
flotillas remained loyal until the end, and one of the 
latter inflicted the last casualty of the war upon} 
the British Navy when, on Nov. 10, the old battle- 
ship Britannia was torpedoed off Cape Trafalgar.” 

British psychology on present-day submarine war- 
fare is admittedly based on World War days. Some 
time ago, the British woke up to the difference be- 
tween the land warfare of 1914-18 and the blitzkrieg, 
but apparently they will not admit that sea warfare 
has undergone an equally great change. The strategic 
situation at sea also has changed. From 1914 to 
1918, U-boats could operate only from a few German 
bases and two in Belgium. As a result, the U-boats 
were almost hemmed in by mine fields and, out of 
the 178 lost at sea, at least 62 and possibly as many 
as 74 were blown to pieces by mines. It was the 
mine that brought death without warning and left 
no word for friend or foe. In this war, U-boat 
bases extend from Norway to Italy and it is impos- 
sible to hem them in with mines. ‘ 

In the first World War, most submarines were lone 
raiders and, for that one reason, word of the fate 
they met had to come, if at all, from the Allies. 
In this war, it has been stressed again and again 
that U-boats are operating largely in packs with 
one of them acting as leader. Furthexmore, sub- 
marines now can communicate while operating under 
water. If seven U-boats attack a convoy and only 
five report after the action, it probably doesn’t take 
the commander long to decide that two were knocked 
out in the action. 

As Lieut. Comm. Colin Mayers, formerly senior 
instructional officer of the British Submarine School, 
wrote recently: “There is another important effect 
brought about by submarine concentration: it in- 
sures that no submarine can mysteriously disappear 
on patrol, for whenever boats ect closely together, 
it is most unlikely that all of them will be caught. 
Those which escape will be in a position to report 
the circumstances surrounding the loss of their com- 
rades. The ability of being able to impart this 
knowledge will definitely assist to sustain the morale 
of those who venture forth to face the enemy. Mys- 
terious disappearance of submarines should be a 
thing of the past.” 

So why are the Col. Blimps who have been retired 
to the British censorship allowed to exercise a con- 
trol extending even to American newspapers?’ Why 
not end this higgermugger and let Americans at 
home know what their uavy is doing in the Atlantic? 
Why not throw overboard the war psychology of 
1914-187 Surely much-needed confidence can be in- 
spired without breaking down any sensible secrecy.

This rumor is, perbaps, based more on Mr, 
Churchill's announcement of the new turn in the 
war than on any specific news from the field, 
although there are clear indications of important 
initial successes. : 

Nothing less than the destruction of the German 
forces in Africa—or the mechanized equipment on 
which they depend—is the objective of the campaign, 
according to the Prime Minidter. He has likened it 
to a great engagement at sea which, after months of 
preparation, may be decided in a few hours, The 
purpose is not to capture this point or that, but to 
destroy the fighting machinery of the enemy, 

Having taken the Nasis by surprise, the campaign, 
although only in its fourth day, now is moving into 
the decisive phase, according to Mr. Churchill, His 
statement that the British, for the first time, are 
at least on equal terms with the foe, and the fact 
that they are well supplied with American munitions 
are auguries of success. Still, to follow Mr. Churchill 
again, it is too early for speculation. Such questions 
as whether the ousting of Gen. Weygand means that 
French forces will be brought into play simply 
cannot yet be answered. | | 

Yet, while awaiting the arbitrament of battle, 
some of the larger implications of this effort are 
clear. For one thing, it is an answer to Russia and 
the friends of Russia—especially those demonstrators 
in Trafalgar Square—that the British are in a 
“fighting” war. This is not the asked-for invasion 
of the Continent, but it is a diversion within the 
realms of military realism. It is not a vain and 
sentimental gesture, but a carefully calculated 
attempt to gain a real advantage. 

The fruits of victory, if they are plucked, will be 
sweet. If the Germans and their handicapping allies, 
the Italians, are driven out of Africa, the position of 
the British fleet in the Mediterranean will be tre- 
mendously enhanced. The possibility of knocking 
Italy out of the war will be more real. And, to be 
a little imaginative, even the prospect of a conti- 
nental invasion—through Spain—will grow brighter. 

The history of this war, however, should be a 
sufficient warning against celebrating the victory 
before it is won. Gen. Wavell direct.d British 
columns across the desert against the Italians in 
brilliant fashion, only to have the Germans repeat 
the performance from the other direction.

At the dedication of the national cemetery on the 
Gettysburg battlefield, 78 years ago this week, Dr. 
Edward Everett delivered an eloquent address last- 
ing an hour and 57 minutes. Following the principal 
speaker, who had a reputation as America’s foremost 
orator, with a distinguished record as a Boston 
pastor, president of Harvard, Governor of Massachu- 
setts, United States Senator, Minister to England 
and Secretary of State, “President Lincoln made a 
few remarks,” as the Cincinnati Gazette disposed of 
the event a few days later. 

That was the typical press comment..A few news- 
papers praised the President’s address of less than 
three minutes, but most of them ignored or criticised 
it. Some papers called it a political stump speech. 
The Harrisburg (Pa.) Patriot and Union said: “We 
pass over the silly remarks of the President; for the 
credit of the nation, we are willing that the veil of 
oblivion shall be dropped over them and that they 
shall no more be repeated or thought of.” 

The Chicago Times said: “The cheek of évery 
American must tingle with shame as he reads the 
silly, flat and dish-watery utterances of the man who 
has to be pointed out to intelligent foreigners as the 
President of the United States.” Such great editors 
as Horace Greeley, James Gordon Bennett, Henry J. 
Raymond and Joseph Medill made no comment on 
the address. .

sian territory lost means not only a loss of 
men and materials, but also the surrender 
of valuable productive plants. 

This explains the fervor with which Brit- 
ish and American leaders are urging speed 
in delivering goods to Russia. 

Defense officials have returned from 
Moscow convinced that Soviet forces will 
remain in the field as long as they have 
weapons to use. They lack no manpower, 
but are running short of materials. Current 
needs consist principally of planes, tanks, 
airplane fuel and food, but these will ex- 
pand unless deliveries are prompt. 

Russia’s ultimate chances of victory de- 
pend upon these deliveries and the effec- 
tive organization of industry behind the 
Ural Mountains. The interest-free lend- 
lease loan of one billion dollars announced 
by the State Department is a step toward 
this goal. 

Russia’s industrial plight: Most serious 
blow to the Soviet war machine is the loss 
of the Southern and Western Ukraine and 
the threatened loss of the Donets Basin 
with its vast deposits of iron, coal, man- 
ganese and mercury, and its tremendous 
power resources, typified by the wrecked 
Dnieprostroy Dam, , From this area comes 
half of Russia’s steel, 70 per céent of its 
coal and much of its aluminum. The Uk- 
raine further produces important quantities 
of meat and grain and two-thirds of the 
nation’s beet sugar. 

Fall of Leningrad and Moscow : would 
be another hard blow to the Soviets, some- 
thing like the loss of New EXngiland and the 
Detroit area to the United States. These 
two cities and their environs produce about 
40 per cent of Russia's finished products. 

However, if the Nazi winter campaign 
can be stalled in Moscow, productive re 
sources of the Volga Basin can be saved, 
with arsenals, airplane factories and en- 
gine plants at Gorki and an impressive 
steel works at Stalingrad, southeast of 
Moscow and northeast of the besieged 
city of Rostov. If these areas are lost, 
Russia can still count on the Urals. 

Behind the Urals, Russia is developing 


T se country’s problem in supplying Rus- 


a vast industrial center. Resources include 
coal, iron, copper and nickel. This area is 
handicapped at present by lack of large 
manufacturing industries, and the need of 
skilled labor. Both workers and machines 
are being shipped from war areas, but 
food must be imported for workers. 

A giant stee] mill is operating at Sverd- 
lovsk, a railhead for seven lines. This city 
of 426,000 persons is the center of an 
area producing heavy machinery, railroad 
cars, tanks and machine tools. Oil also is 
known to be present in important quantities, 
but the fields need further development. 

Deep in Central Asia is the growing in- 
dustrial town of Kuznetsk, where coal re- 
sources are said to exceed those of the 
Donets Basin. This section now is develop- 
ing steel and metallurgical plants, as well 
as chemical factories using coke and coal 
by-products. _. 

Closely connected with these mountain- 
protected areas are the important Baku 
oil fields on the borders of the Caspian 
Sea. This area supplies Russia with 70 per 
cent of its ‘petroleum and lies behind the 
Caucasus Mountains, believed almost im- 

le, 

Between the Caucasus and the Urals, 
however, lie vast plains which could be 


.occupied by Nazi invaders. In fact, many 


military observers see this section as the 
next German objective, and the British 
General, Sir Archibald Wavell, is reported 
to be preparing to join forces with Russia 
in this area. 

Industrial estimates are that, if. Baku 

ofl can be delivered behind the Urals, Rus- 
sia can continue fighting with almost 30 
per cent of her industrial resources. If oil 
ia. cut off, however, Russia can count: on 
only 22 per cent of her total industrial ca- 
pacity to continue resistance. 
_ Basic strategy in the Russian campaign 
thus. becomes clear. Soviet armies are re- 
treating strategically, leaving ruin in their 
wake and falling back continually upon 
some industrial resources. Prospects are 
they can continue this resistance for several 
years if withdrawals are successful. 

But to keep a large Nazi army engaged, 
the Russians must have more materials 
than are presently available in the Urals.

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An Anthology of Biography 


by Edgar Johnsca, 


“A Treasury of Biography,” 
(Howell, Soskin, New York.) 
N the light of the many collections of 
favorite reading material, anthologies of 

this and compendiums of that, it is a won- 
der that no compiler did before now what 
is done in this volume, Yet we may be glad 
the task waited for Edgar Johnson, who 
proves himself rarely equipped for making 
the selections and preparing the descriptive 
material which establishes his extracts in 
their proper settings. 

The editor calls his collection a “treas 
ury,” and so it is. He presents passages 
from 20 great biographical works of English 
and American literature, beginning with 
George Cavendish’s moving account, scenes 
from “The Life and Death of Thomas Wol- 
sey” in the time of the Renaissance, down 
to the late Lincoln Steffens and his hum- 
ble admission that the world he tried “so 
hard, so honestly, so dumbly to change” bad 


changed him. 


Besides that leading journalistic “muck- 
raker” of a generation ago, thre@ Ameri 
cans are represented—Ben Franklin, Henry 
David Thoreau and Henry Adams. The 
works quoted areas they would have to 
be, the historic “Autobiography,” “Walden” 
and “The Education of Henry Adams.” If 
it seems that Mr. Johnson might have found 
at least one other American to make his 
ratio one American to every four Englisi- 
men, he has a ready and sufficient reply. 

He canvassed the field of biographical 
writing and recanvassed it, and these are 
the books which stood his test. And that 
test, he is quick to say, is not a great name. 
It is not analysis by literary historians. His 
test is whether he found the life story set 
down to be moving or exciting, one that he 
came to admire deeply. To convey to the 
reader some adequate impression of the life 
which so moved or excited him, Mr. John- 
son has built his 500-page anthology, not on 
a single consecutive passage, but on “a nul 
ber of significant and dramatic moments 
from the whole life,” with the gaps bridged 
“when clarity demanded it, by very brief 
summaries of intervening events.”

Study by Education Board Em- 


ploye Shows Present 
Trends, 


What high school graduates are 
doing “after their diplomas have 
had time to curl and gather dust 


‘is the subject of a study prepared 


by Clement A. Powers, in charge 
of the division of tesis and meas-, 
urements of the Board of Educa- 
tion, based on interviews with 2376 
graduates of the June, 1940, 
classes. Information was obtained, 
last summer, from 87 per cent of 
the previous year's graduates. 

It was found that fewer than 
30. per cent of the white grad- 
uates were continuing their 
studies, a decrease of more than 12 


per cent, from the figure of the 
previous year: The decrease was 


‘in attendance at specialized busi- 


ness and trade schools, rather 
than at college. In the Negro 
group there was a contrary trend, 
with 45 per cent continuing their 
studies, an increase of 12 per cent. 

For those who were continuing 
their training, the favored occupa- 
tion for girls was clerical. work, 
and for boys, engineering. 

Almost half of the white grad- 
uates who were working, said they 
had found their jobs throurh their 
own efforts. Friends, relatives, re- 
ligious and fraternal organiza- 
tions had assisted most of the oth- 
ers. Fewer than 2 per cent had 
been helped by their high achools, 
and 5.5 per cent by the Missouri 
State Employment Service. Had- 
ley Technical High School, how- 
‘ever, had aided 45 per cent of its 
graduates in finding work. 

Of the Negro graduates who 
were working, 30 per cent were 
aided by the Missouri State Em- 
ployment Service, and only one 
graduate by the Washington Tech- 
nical High School. 

Those not working but seeking 
employment comprised 3.5 per cent 
of the white graduates, and 14 
per cent of the Negro. Fourteen 
per cent of all graduates who were 
employed indicated that their jobs 
were in defense industries. 

The study included also data on 
the average wages of the gradu- 
ates in the 289 separate types of 
work listed. The great majority 
were earning between $12 and $20 
a week. The highest rate of pay 
reported was that of a musician 
who received $50 a night. 

The study is to be used in con- 
nection with the guidance program 
in the public ‘schools. 

“One aspect of the guidance pro- 
gram,” Powers said, “is to help 
boys and girls obtain the job in 
which they will be happy and 
well adjusted.- This survey shows 
what kind of positions are availa- 
ble for high school graduates, and 
what salary may be expected. It 
aids the schools in anticipating the 
number of graduates needed by 
various industries so that students 
may select the type of training 
which will help them to obtain 
suitable employment.” ’

TNT PLANT TO HELP 
CITY AFFECTED BY 
ZIPPER PRIORITIES 


Meadville, Pa., ‘Town With- 
out Depression,’ Feared It 
Might Have One. 


MEADVILLE, Pa., Nov. 21 (AP). 
~—Prosperity is again in prospect 
for this Northwestern Pennsylvania 
city of 25,000 which prides itself 
as “the city without a depression.” 

The cause of optimism is the 
War Department’s recent announce- 
ment a big TNT plant will be built 
near here. Ten thousand men will 
be needed for construction and 


probably 2000 men and women will 
be required as full-time employes 
when the plant is completed. The 
contract has not been let, but esti- 
mates of the cost range from $10,- 
000,000 to $40,000,000. 

A few months ago the outlook 
was gloomy. Meadviile’s No. 1 in- 
dustry, Talon, Inc., had just laid 
off 800 of its 3000 employes, and 
it was feared further curtailment 
might be necessary. The reason 
was that derense priorities cut 
down the supply of metal it uses 
to manufacture slide fasteners, 
known to the public as zippers. 

It was the development of the 
slide fastener business and that of 
another large industry, the rayon 


Corporation plant, employing 2500, 
which saved Meadville from the de- 
pression felt elsewhere in the last 
10 years. 

The War Department had picked 
another site for the TNT plant, 
but changed it to Meadville be- 
cause of the condition which faced 
the city.

Half-a-Pound Cake. 

One-half pound cake flour (2% 
cups), one and one-half teaspoons 
single action or one teaspoon dou- 
ble action baking powder, one- 
fourth teaspoon salt; one-fourth 
teaspoon nutmeg, one-half pound 
butter (one cup), one-half pound 
eggs (four eggs), two teaspoon 
rose water, one-half pound sugar 
(one cup), 

Sift flour, measure or weigh, and 
resift three times with baking pow- 
der, salt and nutmeg. Cream but- 
ter thoroughly and add the flour 
mixture in three portions, mixing 
until smooth after each addition. 
Beat eggs until thick and lemon- 
colored; add flavoring and sugar 
all at once, and beat until very 
light. Then beat the egg mixture 
thoroughly into the flour-fat mix- 
ture.

How to Cook Vegetables 


By Forrest Williams 


F HUMAN beings ate grass 
there would be little worry 
about getting enough of the 
precious vitamins, for grass con- 
tains more of them in variety and 
quantity than other growing things. 
Not caring to eat grass, we turn 
to fruits and vegetables for most 
of our vitamins and minerals. In 
the raw state these important nu- 
trition factors are present. In 
cooking these foeds, however, we 
risk a big loss in nutrition values. 
The question often is asked: 
“Why don’t I feel better and have 
more energy? I eat lots of spin- 
ach and kale and many other 
cooked vegetables and fruits.” ‘In 
most cases, the answer is simple. 
These foods retained little of their 
vitamin content due to the method 
of cooking and serving them. 
Consider the old-fashioned meth- 
od of cooking spinach, a vegetable 
rich: in vitamin A and vitamin C. 
The green was washed, dropped 
into a kettle full of water, some 
baking soda added to make the 
spinach more colorful and after 
boiling for 15 or 20 minutes the 
water was thrown away and the 
spinach served. , 
This method meant the loss of 
all of the vitamin C 
content, a great deal of the vita- 
min A, plus much of the mineral 
‘eontent. The baking soda is harm- 
ful to at least two of the vitamins. 
For better protection of food 
values, vegetables should be cooked 
in little water. They should be 
ered utensil, a pressure cooker or, 
double boiler, protects vegetables 
from. oxidation.. Shorter cooking 


should be kept and served with 
the vegetable, used in a sauce or 
put into soups or gravies. 

Vegetables served raw should 
not be exposed to air or light. They 
should be covered and kept in a 
coo] place. Milk never must be left 
open and uncovered. Fruit juices 
should be served immediately 
after they are prepared.
